that  they  are  at  the  prevent  lime  at  Last 
am  bswdfvtl  sn<i  flltj  deal  and  dumb, 
.-toe  hundred  blind,  and  one  humlroti 
feeble-minded  pupils  win*  would  gladly 
avail  tlietnsrlves  of  such  facilities  aa  til* 
•late  might  provide;  and  wlitmn.  it  i* 
the  duty  of  tue  stale  to  educate  these,  her 
unfortunate  children. 

1,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  ol  the  Slateml  New  Jersey. 
That  Charles  D.  Deahler,  Jeremiah  Baker, 
William  8.  Yard,  Charles  O.  Urudru ke*>o, 
Ralph  B.  Uoudy  and  Kldridge  M  s,  be 
and  they  hereby  appointed  commissioner* 
to  advertise  for  and  receive  proposals  for 
states*  that  is  to  say,  lor  a  site  upon  which 
to  eiect  suitable  buddmga  in  which  to 
board  and  instinct  pupils  who  are  dea  land 
dumb,  which  site  shall  contain  not  less 
than  five  acres  of  ground;  for  a  site  upon 
which  to  erect  suitnble  buildings  in  which 
to  board  and  educate  pup.

lowest  price  at  win  b  the  land  wiil  be  solo 
to  the  slat*,  giving  to  tb«  slide  an  option 
to  purchase  the  some,  at  the  price  named, 
at  any  time  before  the  first  day  of  April 
eighteen  hundred  auu  seventy  five. 

Tiiat  said  coin 
miasiooers  may  procure  from  competent 
expret*  plans dor  the  several  buildings  in 
Widen  may  be  hoarled  and  educated  otic 
hundred  and  Ally  dual  and  dumb  pupils,,  u..

limited  in  coat  as  follows;  that  lor  the  deal 
and  dumb  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars;  that  for  the  blind, 
not  to  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  did 
lars.and  that  for  the  feeble-minded  not  to 
exceed  eighty  thousand  dollars. 

8.  And  be  it  enacteaTThat  the  said  com¬ 
missioners  shall  report,  with  their  opin¬ 
ions  thereon,  the  proposals  and  plans  they 
msy  receive  under  this  act  to  the  gover¬ 
nor.  to  ha  by  him  laid  belor«  the  next 
legislature.
